HYPERBOLE AND DR. PHELPS 
We refu se to shu dder at Professor William Ly on 
Phelps’s assertion to the gradu ates of Drew Uni­ 
v ersity that he personally wou ld assu me the re­ 
sponsibility of starting the nex t war if that con­ 
flict “wou ld contribu te as mu ch good literatu re 
as the Trojan Wkr.” To ev ery dog one bite, and to 
ev ery delightfu l literatu s one grand hy perbolic 
flight. 
It is 50 y ears since Dr. Phelps, fairly ex u ding 
the dacty lic hex am eter of blind Homer, got his 
bachelor’s degree in Yale’s academic shades, and 
apparently he has nev er conq u ered the habit of 
ex u ding it. He receiv ed early literary direction in 
a day when the classic tradition was more than 
that—it was a positiv e mandate. So if, after half 
a centu ry , his mind rev erts fondly to the ten 
y ears of glittering spectacle on Iliu m ’s plain in 
which the v ery Gods of Oly mpu s took part, and 
to the storied adv entu res of Uly sses are his home­ 
coming, there is little to wonder at. 
Dr. Phelps throu gh the y ears has contribu ted 
greatly to popu lar appreciation of the best in 
letters, domestic and foreign. Less than two de­ 
cades away from the end of the World War, no­ 
body can appreciate the contribu tions to “good 
literatu re” ev oked by that momentou s conflict, 
if only for the reason mu ch of it, for lack of 
adeq u ate perspectiv e, is y et to be penned. Tru e 
it will not take the form of the grandiose epic, 
bu t some of it will hav e real grandeu r throu gh 
its mediu m for the most part be prose. Don’t 
press that war-ev oking bu tton, Professor! Stay 
on another 50 y ears and see what there is worth 
reading. 


Gov ernment at stated salaries, their serv ices be­ 
ing distribu ted in accordance with the orders of 
the Commu nist bu reau cracy . Bu t that kind of an 
arrangem ent is scarcely in harmony with the 
American ideal. Moreov er, it ■fiecessarily deadens 
the scientific ambition of the phy sician and con­ 
v erts the patiq nt into an impersonal cog in the 
medical machine. 


SOCIALIZED MEDICINE 
President Roosev elt and Senator J. Hamilton 
Lewis hav e appealed to the American Medical 
Association, in session at Atlantic City , for a 
Federalized sy stem of medical practice designed 
to aid those who are too poor to pay . 
This proposal raises a nu mber of interesting 
q u estions: 
Are the poor being neglected u nder the present 
set-u p? 
Will the medicos be willing to endorse an enter­ 
ing wedge for the socialization of medicine? 
Can politics be kept ou t, as Senator Lewis 
u rged, if the Gov ernment is to take a hand in the 
financing of hospitalization, su rgery and thera­ 
peu tics? 
It rather appears that the President and the 
Illinois Senator are barking u p the wrong tree 
in an attem pt to cou rt the fav or of the masses. 
The middle class, neither rich nor poor, is the 
one that su ffers most from the high price of 
sickness. The rich can afford to pay , and the 
poor are taken care of in charity wards and 
clinics. It is the middle class salaried men and 
wage earners who are u p against it when medi­ 
cal treatm ent is req u ired. 
In Ru ssia, of cou rse, doctors are hired by the 


PECULIAR 
The recent m ilitarist Premier often referred to 
“a constitu tional sy stem pecu liar to Japan.” He 
discov ered in time, and mu ch to his su rprise, that 
it was more pecu liar than ev en he thou ght, for 
he fou nd that he cou ld not gov ern with 421 ou t 
of 46 6 members in a new Diet opposed to his 
Cabinet. The new Prime Minister, Prince Fu mi- 
maro Konoy e, President of the Hou se of Peers, 
is somewhat wiser. He annou nces that he will 
issu e no platform, no declaration of principles, 
no ou tline of what measu res he intends to seek. 
The new Prime Minister, whose task is to bring 
abou t some sort of balance between the m ilitar­ 
ists and the politicians, confesses to hav ing lost 
eight pou nds du ring his first week in office. He 
wakes u p 10 to 12 times a night, bu t he is not 
going to liv e in a bomb-proof hou se bu ilt for his 
predecessor. Of the fiv e who haVe occu pied the 
ex alted post of Premier since 19 31, two were 
assassinated, a third escaped assassination when 
his brother-in-law was killed in error and the 
two others carried ou t their du ties in an atmos­ 
phere of great tu rbu lence. Bu t the new Prime 
Minister thinks that a bomb-proof hou se wou ld 
be depressing. If he longs for the time when he 
went to costu me parties disgu ised as Adolf Hitler, 
he giv es no sign. 
The militarists are still a factor of tremendou s 
power in Japan, bu t the emergence of a Prime 
Minister, not a general, who is able to lau gh at 
himself is perhaps not the least of indications of 
a changing temper on the part of the Japanese 
people.

Chicago, 111. (IP) — A puzzle in 
the meat packing industry which 
eyep the packers cannot solve is 
— What do orientals do with the 
gall stones they buy? 
The stones, one of more than 
126 ca ttle by-products, sell a t 
prices ranging from $75 to $125 a 
pound. 
J apanese and Chinese 
buyers snap up all they can get 
and never haggle over the cost. 
When asked why they are will­ 
ing to pay so much, the buyers 
merely smile and shrug their 
shoulders. 
One explanation is tha t orien­ 
tals, especially the Chinese, use 
powdered gall as a base for med­ 
icine to build strength, keep 
themselves awake, reduce fever, 
revive dying persons and to drive 
evil spirits from the body. It is 
also said they use it as a dye for 
tinting chinaware. 
The stones, found in the gall 
bladder of mature cows and 
steers, vary in size from a pin­ 
head to a bird’s egg. Packers 
say tha t 100,000 cattle yield about 
one pound of gall stones.
